CAMERON'S TEtAVEIi. 

What Tlio English Explwer Says 
of The Anthropology of Central 
America. ' ' 

IFroiii tho Ijondon Stimclniil, May 

At a mooting of the members of the 
Anthropological Institute of Qraat 
Britain and Ireland, Colonel Lane 
Fox, President, in the chair,, held last 
evening iu the thoatro of the Society 
of Mines, Jormyn-stroet, St. James, 
Lieutenant Cameror., C. B,, lloyal 
Navy, read a paper on tho subject of 
th.e anthropology of Central Africa. 

The distinguished traveller said that 
owing to ages of Mohaunuedan immi- 
gration the pure typo of tlie negro did 
not at present exist on the East Coast 
of Africa, from which they hud been 
driven inland. In Madagascar there 
were some who wore their hair down 
their backs to their waist, some who 
had strong bark woven through their 
wool, anil others again who sported 
wigs. Ho then proceeded to give a 
ra[>id description of tlio characteristics 
andmauuors of the various tribes along 
his route, by many ot v.'hich ho was 
warmly welcomed, and by others very 
coldly indeed. In describing the dress 
of the ladies in various of thoao na- 
tions the lecturer caused considerable 
amusement among his audience. There 
were ladies, ho said, in the interior 
somewhat scantily, albeit picturesque- 
ly clothed, who wore thoir hair divid- 
ed by four partings, each woven into 
a, plait, and all wound round the head 
the ends being adorned with beads 
and polished steal extinguishers, so as 
to form a coronet; others who were 
tattooing knives in their hair, and ad- 
orned or disfigured their faces with 
paint, and again those among the low- 
er classes who perforated the upper 
lip and inserted a stone, which made 
the lip protrude like a duck's bill. Be- 
sides these, there were ladies who sport- 
ed leather head-dresses — the most hid- 
eous over invented, the likeness to 
which when ho left England were, ho 
believed, called chignons. (Laug)iter.) 
In describing the mdustriea nnd man- 
ufactures of the great continent, ho 
stated that the natives in somo places 
ground their corn with tho trunks of 
trees, and the potterywaro manufitc- 
turod strongly reminded him of spoci- 
mons dug up in the ruins of Pompeii 
and Herculaneum. In his travels he 
came to a country where the iron trade 
was in a flourishing condition, three 
being many foundries about feet 
long by 40 feet wide, where they often 
got 100 pounds to 200 pounds of met- 
al ia a single , smelting. , Here , ha 
had aeon pieces of iron worted 
simply by tho hammer and mould- 
ed into various shapes, includ- 
ing tho human form, as com- 
pletely linished as if tnanipnlatod 
by tho most skilful English artisan. 
Among the fetish men whom ho met 
tlio priests were for the most part cle- 
ver ventriloquists, an art which thoy 
jMit to very profitable purpose, as was 
sbown by tho answers of their idols, 
which were favourable or otherwiso 
according to tho value of tlie oll'ering.

■when the result of those negotiatioas shall 
have bocomo known the now pont-np fool- 
ing will again find utterance, and wo may 
look for excitiub' political events at no 
very remote day. We are unaware of tbo 
object of Earl Unfiforia's visit; but we sur- 
mise thatit posseasos political significance. 
The noble lord may be eoming, out as a 
pRciiicator; but whether he oome in that 
capacity or not, we feel certain that he 
possesses the full confidence of both the 
Home and Ottawa Governments. There- 
fore the occasion of His Eioellency'a visit 
in,iy be turned to prolitablo account by 
orir ptiblio men and ' citizens generally. 
Under the depressed finanoial oiroamBtan- 
c6'S of Canada all that this country expects 
is a moderate ieali7,ation of the bright an- 
ticiiDationa formed ■v.ith ConfeJeration. 
We do not know of a con.stituency wliero a 
politician qf^nljd raise the cry of the "old 
torm8".TOlB. ab^iope of being returned 
There were many persons who pinned 
their faitb Jd.'fflSa-drJgteAl/Teyini > ,9f Con- 
federation and invested their means on 
the assurance conveyed by the pledged 
faith and honor of til* D jminion to build 
the railway in ten years. Is it any won 
dor tbat such persons having suflered 
grievous losa should feel disappointed and 
that they should express the disappoint- 
JSent.they feel at the datauU of Cana^, 
through an nnforseen financial dopres- 
siou. to curry out the railway agreement? 
Disappointment was the most natural sen- 
timent under the circumstances. But 
the popular mind has had time to cool 
gince it was first announced that the ori- 
fldnal pailway, agreement had failed ; and 
inen oaii how sOliimdn the "sober second 
thought" to their aid when disouasing our 
relations ■with the Eastern Provinces. The 
visit of Earl Dufforiu, in our opinion, 
could not have occurred at a more oi)iior- 
tune time. The (eeliug is growing that 
if ever this country is to bo part of Can- 
ada in fact as well as in name it will be 
'through mntnid"p'oii«?e68f0na. The pijn- 
ciple of "give iancl tate" has got to form 
the basis of any negotiations that may 
take place. Canada and Columbia cannot 
contiuuo to stick pins into each other, or 
shake their lists in ouch otbor'a face witli- 
out some day coming to blows. Disrup- 
tion of the confederacy would bo ruinous. 
Every statesman muflt understand that; 
''and hetice it ought to be the earnest en- 
deavor of govornments and people to con- 
duet tho wretched family dilTcrenco to au 
early and happy adjustment. lu Earl 
Dufiorin's visit we think that we can dis- 
cern a desire on the part of Canada to 
meet the Province more than half-way; 
and if we be,eorreo,tin<}nrBarmi8e it will 
be the latler's fault should the breach re- 
main unclosed beyond another seswon of 
: .<the Oaaadian ParUament. 

The Extradition Deadlock. 

The present Extradition Treaty between 
Great Britain and tho United States han 
been in force for thirty-four years. It 
owed its origin to the arrest of Alexander 
McLeod.a Canadian, who during tho Can- 
adian rebellion formed one of a party that 
set fee to the rebel steamer Caroline on 
ope of the lakes ■while that Tessol was ly- 
ing within the jurisdiotion of the United 
States wators. McLeod, sonio years af- 
ter the cloHO of tbe rebcUion, vifiited New 
York State and was tried for tho oDence. 
The Britiah GpTemment demanded his 
surrender on thb ground that ho had act- 
ed under the orders of hia niiliUry su 
perior; but tho authoritio.M of tho Htate of 
New York insiHtod upon li-i ing him and 
the two nations for sonio weeks woro on 
"Hh^'brink of war. I'ortunately Mcljood 
■,.yit(fi acquitted; but that nurrow escape 
' from a foreign war led the U. S. CougrosH 
to'pttfl& an Act that secures the countnos 
against similar complications. lu 1870 
tho Britinh Parliament passed a Statute 
requiring that criminals Hhould only bo 
tried for the oIl'encnH for which thoy were
